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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 3-6, Applicant argues Chang in view of 
Chou does not describe "creating the persistent federated folder on a local federated datastore within the federated content management 
system" because Chang only teaches returning a collection of objects based on the query. Applicant's argument is not persuasive because 
Chang describes the argued limitation. For example, as asserted by Applicant, Chang describes the returning of object, such as Dynamic 
Data Objects (ODO) representing the results of a federated search. The resulting collection can be a combination of documents, 
documents with parts, folders, or folder containing other folders. Further, as pointed out by Applicant, the collection of objects such as 
folders from federated searches wherein the objects are saved to the DL datastore (paragraph [0087]). The disclosure of Chang has been 
reasonably construed as the argued limitation. 
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
